For some time past the Water Police have 
noticed the very delapidated appearance of 
sheep which are regularly transhipped to Hoi 
Pon, for the purpose of slaughtering, and the 
cause of it transpired this morning in Mr. 
Gompertz’s Court, at the Magistracy, when 
Inspector R. G, McEwen, cf the Sanitary 
Depurtm: nt, pliced Li Sam of the Li Weng 
Ling cattle dealing and butchery firn, belore 
His Worship, to answer to the cha‘ge of cruelty 
to enimals, It transpired that last night 
Inspector McEwen was walking along the 
Praya West, when his attention was attracted 
by a flock of sheep near the edge of the water- 
front, and the sound of considerable bleating.
